Congressional Notes. 


WASHINGTON, February 27. — In the 


house this morning, Pence of Colorado 
rose for a personal explanation and had 
read a letter humbly apologizing for his 
remarks last evening referring tu Hainer 
of Nebraska, whom be characterized as 
being "fuller of whiskers than ideas." 
Pence said lie had spoken in the heat of 
debate following the charge Unit lie had 
said lie desired the Bland bill defeated. 
Failing on a i]uorum on the Bland scigu- 
orage bill the house proceeded lo debate 
without limit. 


The house committee on judiciary de- 


cided to make a favorable report on the 
bill fiivini: the clerks of the circuit 
courts of California and Nevada twice 
the compensation now allowed and re- 
tain fees to the amount of $7000. 


Bryant (Dem.) of Nebraska today in-

^heir labors. It is therefore very im- 
jortant that their reports should bo 
mule a.3 nearlv correct as possible. They 
should urge upon tho growers the neces- 
sity of immediately subscribing to the 
capital stock of tho association, so that 
it may be incorporated as soon as possi- 
ble and tho'board of directors got to 
work, as there is a great deal of business 
for them to transact before the fruit sea- 
son commences.

Many ot the delegates no doubt 
ire thoroughly competent to answer al' 
questions that may arise, but it is possi- 
ble that others, who may thoroughly 
understand all that was discussed in the 
convention, may yet bo unable to pre- 
sent the matter before tho growers as '

FULL POLITICAL RIGHTS FOR WOMEN 


IN NEW ZEALAND. 


At Barnard College-Women factory In- 


lmttides In HIT r«tli—Latest 


Now Zealand may claim an honorable 


plnco in history as tho first of the Eng- 
lish colonies to nive women equal polit- 
ical rights with men. The bill bestow- 
ing full suffrage- upon women has passed 
both houses of the legislature and has 
just been signed by HIP governor. This 
is tho third year's trial of the bill. 
Twice before it has passed the lower 
house to be killed in tho upper. 
Al! 


women, married or single, vote with the 
same privileges and restrictions as their 
husbands an"d brothers. Next December 
the election will be held under the new 
law. Tho only other state in the world 
where tho women have tho same polit- 
ical status as men is the young state of 
Wyoming in this country. 


In England unmarried women have a 


vote in all except parliamentary elec- 
tions, and tho struggle is now to the end 
that women may help elect M. P's. 
A 


division of sentiment, however, weakens 
tho movement, for a wing of tho suffrage 
party thinks efforts should be made at the 
same time to enfranchise married wom- 
en. In tiuio both objects -will be accom- 
plished. In tho meantime one of the 
faraway colonies of Great Britain has 
taken a great stride along the line of 
progress and left the mother country to 
follow in the wake. No doubt woman 
suffrage in Ke\v Zealand will prove to 
be what its adherents have always 
claimed, as it lias done Wherever it has 
been fairly tried, even to the limited ox- 
tent which has thus far been granted.
